WASHINGTON, FEB. 27. — The sinking of the Laconia without warning 


was a clear violation of Internationa I law and needs no further investiga- 
tion, Secretary of State Lansing declared this afternoon after a conference 
with President Wilson at the White House. 


Secretary Lansing carefully avoided speaking of the case as an "overt 


act" such as President Wilson has warned Germany against, but he did not 
conceal the fact that the administration looks upon the sinking as the most 
serious affront Germany has offered the United States in the ruthless cam- 
paign. 
He did not indicate that any drastic move is planned by the White 


House at present. 


There was a well defined feeling in administration circles following

the conference that congress may act upon the Laconia case without sug- 
gestion from the President.

a shred of genuine evidence for the no- 
tion" that general polygamy ever 
formed a real stage in the history of 
mankind.

It was so among the ancient people of 
whom we have any direct knowledge."
